FRENCH RAILWAY 
STRIKE IS NEARER 


PARIS — A general railway strike 
throughout France is one step nearer 
today as the result of the vote of the 
railway employees at Toulouse unani- 
mously in favor of the walkout. Bor- 
deaux and several cities have already 
voted for the strike. 

The railway lines that would be af- 
fected are L’Est (the Eastern), Midi 
(Central), -Nord (Northern), Orleans 
(Paris, Lyons and Mediterranean), Etat 
(State), Ouest (Western), and Ceinture 
(Belt). They have a trackage of nearly 
25,000 miles and employ more than 
20,000 engineers and firemen and nearly 
300,000 general employees. About 20 
per cent of the employees belong to the 
“syndicate,” or union, which has about 
350 locals throughout France. There are 
about 27,000 women ticket agents, cross- 
ing tenders, etec., insisting on a strike. 
The employees demand a weekly rest 
day, a minimum of $1 a day and a gen- 
eral increase of wages of about 10 per 
cent, 10 hours to be the maximum day’s 
work and a more favorable construction 
of the employees’ pensioh act.

Mitchell attracted much attention at 
Hoylake by his wonderfully long driv- 
ing, Where he outdrove all the famous 
long hitters, including Edward Black- 
well, Angus Hambro and Gordon Lock- 
hart. | 

The remarkable point of his driving 
is that it is nearly all carry, says the 
London Tatler. He does not get the 
distance by clever subterfuge as manv 
of the long drivers with the rubber-cored 
ball do, that is, hit the ball with a 
club peculiarly adapted to make the ball 
roll a long way, and to get their dis- 
tances by ntaking the ball carry, say, 170 
yards and roll 80 yards. No; when he 
propels the ball 250 yards he makes it 
carry 220 or more and roll only 20 or 30 
yards.

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Aviators of French Army 
Start Secret Mzaneuvers 


-PARIS—Determined to increase the 
efficiency of her army aviators, the war 
department today issued secret orders 
‘to 20 nfilitary aeronauts, which involve 
a series of unusual flights. Lieutenant 
Bellinger made a flight of 67 miles from 
Mourmelon to Verdun, using a Bleriot 
monoplane. Lieutenants Crisnier and 
Jost have been ordéred to make a num- 
ber of “raiding” flights from Paris and 
began them this afternoon. 

Lieutenants Hevreau and Maillot, fly- 
ing in a Wright biplane,: started today 
on a 100-mile flight from Troyes to 
Nancy. Others are under mane to make 
shorter flights. 

A crowd of 75,000 betas: watched the 
six successful aviators. who made the 
flight from Paris to Troyes tuning up 
their machines for the second leg of 
the big cross-country flight tomorrow. 

For the rest of the race the course 
will be designated by red and white 
cloths stretched along the ground. The 
aviators complained that the ordinary 
flags that were used on the flight to 
Troyes were not discernible. at great 
heights, which caused them to lose their 
way. The white cloths will be on the 
right side of the eourse and the red on 
the left. 

The cross-country flight for $52,400 in 
prizes, including the towns of Paris, 
Troyes, Nancy, Meziers-Charleville, Douai 
and Amiens, which began yesterday, will 
be resumed tomorrow, when the second 
leg of the trip from Troyes to Nancy, 
100 miles, will be covered. There are 
3ix aviators still in the race, Aubrun, 
weBlanc, Mamet, Weymann, Lindpainter 
ind Legagneux. Bragni and Busson, the 
two other starters, did not finish the 
Paris-Troyes trip. 

The aviators started at daylight Sun- 
day in the great 782 kilometer (485 
miles) cross-country race, and at night- 
fall six had covered the first stage of the 
journey to Troyes, 135 kilometers (83 
miles). Following each other at five 
minute intervals, the aeroplanes arose, 
and after swinging for a moment over 
the city. proceeded at full speed in the 
direction of Troyes. Aubrun was first 
to get away. and Ie Blanc the next to 
get the signal.

Draping of Sash Gives

HERE is a great deal of art in the 
wearing of a sash.

of rich chicken stock; cover and let 
stand two hours. Heat gradually and 
add one and one-half tablespoonfuls of 
granulated gelatin and color with Jeaf 
green. Let stand until cold and strain 
through a double thickness of cheese- 
cloth (placed over a fine strainer) into 
a border mold, first dipped in cold water. 
Chill thoroughly, remove from mold and 
fill center. with cold boiled salmon freed 
from skin and bones; then flaked, sea- 
soned with salt and lemon juice, and 
moistened with mayonnaise dressing. 
Garnish top of fish with mayonnaise 
dressing and capers and surround jelly 
with water cress and slices of cucumber. 
PEACH SHERBET. 
Four cupfuls of soft, well-flavored 


peaches, after they are peeled and stones 


removed; two cupfuls of granujated su- 
gar, two cupfuls of water, the whites of 
two eggs, juice of two lemons, and two 
tablespoonfuls of powdered. sugar. Boil 
the granulated sugar and water together. 
Take from the fire, and when cold add 
the peaches, mashed fine. Press all 
through a sieve and turn into a freezer. 
When partly frozen beat the whites of 
the eggs to a stiff froth, add the pow- 
dered sugar to the eggs, then stir into the 
contents of the freezer, beating well until 
thoroughly mixed. Continue to freeze 
until as stiff as can be handled, repack, 
and let ripen for a couple of hours before 
serving. 
CORNSTARCH PUDDING, 
To a cup of sugar add one cup of hot 


water and the juice of two lemons. Stir 


three, level tablespoonfuls of cornstarch 
with enough cold water to pour and stir 
into the first mixture, heated to the boil- 
ing point. Stir till smooth, then let cook 
fifteen minutes. Fold in the whites of 
three eggs, beaten dry, and turn into a 
mold. Serve cold with a custard made of 
the yolks of three eggs, half a cup of 
sugar, one fourth teaspoonful of salt 
and two cups of milk. Flavor with half

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HOME-MADE FIRELESS COOKER 


Promotes economy, comfort and convenience. 


».— 


R a home-made fireless cooker a box 
with a tight cover, preferably on 
hinges, should be used. The wood must 
not be too thin and there should be no 
Knot holes or cracks. Old trunks or va- 
lises aré often used, or a half barrel 


could be utilized, and many women in 
the South report a big empty tin lard 
pail with its tight cover well suited 
to the same purpose.* If a cracker box 
is in order, paste strong manila paper 
or asbestos on all sides, bottom and lid. 
Then fill the box loosely with hay, shav- 
ings, paper or excelsior, hay being con- 
sidered the most satisfactory. Nests 
one, two or three, according to the size of 
box, are made for the cooking pots, and 
the hay packed tightly under and around 
them. Any kind of pots can be used, 
although earthern ones hold the beat 
best. The tighter the covers fit the bet- 
ter. 

When the cooking pots and their con- 
tents, which must be at the _ boiling 
point, have been placed carefully in the 
box, without lifting the lid, they should 
be covered with a pillow filled with hay 
or something similar, then the lid of the 
box closed and fasténed. Most articles 


— 


should be kept tightly closed in the box 
for three or four hours and will keep 
hot for 10 or 12 hours. When not in use 
the box should always be left open, the 
hay loosened and the pillow hung in the. 
air to dry out thoroughly. 


The advantages of a fireless cooker, as 
briefly summarized in a consular report 
from Frankfort, Germany, are as fol- 
lows: “The cost of cooking can be re- 
duced four-fifths or even nine-tenths, the 
pots,are not difficult to wash, they are 
not blackened and will last for an al- 
most indefinite period of time. The food 
is better cooked, more tasty, more nu- 
tritious and more digestible; kitchen 
odors are obviafed; time and labor are+ 
saved; there is no need of stirring; no 
fear of scorching: or burning; and the 
cares of the housewife are lessened. 


“The kitchen need not be in disorder 
half the day. Water can always be kept 
heated during the summer when fires are 
not kept. Where workmen’s families live 
crowded into one or two rooms the ad- 
ditional discomfagt caused by kitchen 
heat is obviated by the hay box, for the 
preliminary cooking can all be done in 
the ‘cool of the morning.”—Indianapolis 
Star. 


FTER using a gas stove for baking 

leave the oven open for a little 
while to allow the gas to escape. This 
will prevent sweating and rusting. 

If chopp and small steaks are placed 
in tin pieplates and set on top of the 
broiling grate they can be well cooked, 
and the tin plates will be much easier 
cleaned than the broiler grate would be.

AMIERIGAN CAPITAL 
TO BUILD RAILROAD 
IN ASIATIC TURKEY 


New York Group Ready to 
Invest up to $100,000,000 | 
to Develop Rich Mineral 
and Oil Fields. 


STORY OF PROJECT 


NEW YORK-—A group of New York 
capitalists have practically completed 
plans for the railroad development of 
Asiatic Turkey and stand rea.y to em- 
bark from $60,000,000 to $100,000,000 in 
the enterprise, which is designed to open 
up to modern development the _ rich 
mineral and oil fields of Kurdistan and | 
the ancient Tigris and Euphrates val- 
leys, says the Times today. 

The prvares. which has been simmering | 
for several years, began to take shape 
last fall, when the Otoman-American 
Development Company was organized 
under New Jersey laws with a nominal 
capitalization of $500,000, but because of 
the many difficulties inseparable from 
breaking into a country as jealously 
watched by Europe as Turkey the pro- 
gress made has been kept quiet. 

It is now learned that representatives 
of the New York syndicate will sail 
before the month is out to close up de- 
tails which are still under negotiation. 
A convention has already been drawn up 
and passed upon favorably by the pres- 
ent Turkish cabinet, giving the company 
concessions for railroads covering about 
1200 miles with mineral and oil rights, 
and when the Turkish Parliament meets 
on Noy. 18 there is every assurance that 
acts of the government officials will be 
approved. 

The conditions on which the conces- 
sions have been granted compel the rapid 
construction of the road, and identified 
with the svndicate are some of the fore- 
most railroad construction and supply 
interests in this country. 

Beyond the lines mapped out in the 
convention as approved by the Otto- 
man ministry the syndicate represen- 
tatives were not willing to go yesterday 
in a discussion of their plan, but the 
terms of the concession give the Otto- 
man corporation, which will be formed 
to build and operate the lines, prefer- 
ence in the way of concessions for ex- 
tensions, and it-is believed that if.the 
mineral.developments in the Kurdistan 
mountains prove ag valuable as indicated 
in the preliminary surveys the Ameri- 
can capital sent abroad will run to sev- 
eral times the $60,000,000 which the syn-

MacArthur Broth- 
ers and their English connection, Mac- 
Arthur, Perks & Co., are among the larg- 
est railroadeconstructors in the world, 
and have built most of the Harriman and 
other new western lines; Manning, Max- 
well & Moore are one of the largest rail- 
way equipment and machinery houses in 
the country, and have done a large ex- 
porting business to China, Japan and the 
near east.

In the 10-year period the aggregate 
capital of national banks increased from 
$86,371,980 to $176,734,245, or by $90,- 
362,265, equal to 104 per cent, in the 
South, and from’ $630,299,031 to $989,- 
567,114, or by $359,268,083, equal to 57 
per cent, in the whole country; the ag- 
gregate resources increased from $516,- 
798,036 to $1,284,153,097, or by $767,- 
355,061, equal to 148 per cent in the 
South, and from $%5,048,138,499 to $9,- 
896 624.697, or by $4,848,486108, equal 
to 95 per cent, in the whole country, and 
the individual deposits increased from 
$264,938,285 to $660,904,664, or by $395,- 
966,376, equal to 149 per cent, in the 
South, and from $2,508,248,558, to $5.- 
287,216,312, or by $2,778,967,754, equal 
to 110 per cent, in the whole country. 

It is interesting to note that Maryland, 
Virginia and Texas have each more indi- 
vidual deposits in their national banks 
than the whole South had in 1980, whan 
the total was $64,733,249, or less than a 
tenth of the total today, and that the 
aggregate resources of Texas national 
banks, $294,405,853, are aboft $123,000,- 
000 greater than the aggregate resources 
of all the national banks of the South, 
$171,464,172, in 1880. 

Between 1900 and 1910 the national 
bank capital in the ‘South more than 
doubled, and is now nearly four times 
as great as it was in 1880, when it to- 
taled $46,688,930. In the past 10 years 
the aggregate resources have more than 
doubled in Alabama, South Carolina, 
and West Virginia, have more than 
trebled in Georgia, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, Texas and Virginia, and have 
more than quadrupled in Arkansas and 
Florida. , 

In the same period the individual de- 
posits have more than doubled in Ala- 
bama, Kentucky, Mississippi, Tennessee 
and West Virginia, more than trebled in 
Georgia, North Carolina, Texas and Vir- 
ginia, and more than quadrupled in Ar- 
kansas and Florida. 

In 10 years the number of national 
banks increased from 682 to 1578, or by 
896, equal to 131 per cent, in the South, 
and from 2371 to 7145, or by 3274, equal 
to 84 per cent, in the whole country. 


FINANCIAL NOTES 


From Washington it is announced that 
under the Payne tariff law more goods 
were imported into this country in the 
last eleven months than for any corre- 
sponding period in our history. 

Postmaster General Hitchcock hag re- 
ceived letters from 390 postmasters and 
932 banks; the postmasters asking that 
their offices be designated as postal sav- 
ings banks, and the banks that they be 
named as depositories for postal funds. 

One of the largest power plants in the 
world, capable of developing from 30,000 
to 50,000 horse power, is to be established 
at Watertown, N. Y., to supply power to 
paper mills of northern New York. This 
action is taken because of the failure of 
water power in that region. 

With the granting of authority to the 
Brookline National Bank to change over 
its business to that of a trust company, 
plans are being made for the opening of 
a rival bank at Coolidge Corner to be 
known as the Boulevard Trust Company. 

Paris cable to the New York Times 
says that a great corporation is now be- 
ing formed to exploit a concession of oil- 
bearing shale deposits in New Brunswick, 
which are said to be the richest discov- 
ered anywhere in the world. John C. 
Calhoun of New York is head of the cor- 
poration, and Sir William Van Horne is 
a director.

RECLAMATION 
BOND ISSUE 


Twenty Millions Provided by 
Congress, but Only Small 
Amounts Will Be Drawn at 
Outset by Treasury. 


-A special despatch from Washington 
says: A new aspect to the treasury 
situation was presented by the unofficial 
statement that -in all probability the 
department would early in the autumn 
resort to the issue of “reclamation 
bonds.” These bonds were provided for 
by Congress after a long struggle in an 
act which specified that an issue of $20,- 
000,000 should be permitted, the pro- 
ceeds thereof to be used for the con- 
tinued constructiow of reclamation proj- 
ects in the arid West. 

Originally it was intended to provide 
for the reelamation projects by the use 
of moneys which were received from the 
sales of western lands in the states as 
nearly as possible where the lands were 
situated. The bonds provided by Con- 
gress were meant to help out these 
projects which were suffering for want 
of funds, 3 

The proposed issue of reclamation 
bonds had not been looked for at so early 
a date, and the time when it will be 
resorted to is understood to depend on 
the date when the_secretary. of the inte- 
rior began drawing on the treasury for 
funds in aid of his work. That date 
cannot be definitely set, but it is now 
expected to occur in the early autumn. 
Probably -an issue of reclamation bonds 
will be put out in October. The sums 
for which the secretary of the interior 
will draw at-the outset will be small, 
probably not more than say $2,000,000 
or thereabouts, but the drain. will be 
likely to be more than the department 
can stand, owing to the heavy payments 
on Panama canal account. This will 
necessitate the issue of the securities, 
and inasmuch as the sum is too smal] 
to break up the whole $20,000,000 will be 
floated. 

The relation of this to the general 
situation in the treasury is therefore 
important. When the bonds are sold 
the sums realized will not be kept in a 
separate fund, but will be thrown into 
the general treasury balance. This bal- 
ance is running down quite rapidly at 
present and while there will be a check 
before long to the shortage of cash due 
to the early heavy payments for the 
opening of the fiscal vear it is a fact 
that by October it will be close to the 
danger mark. The $20,000,000 will suffice 
to carry the department probably over 
election, while the issue of the bonds can 
be accounted for to the publie on the 
ground that it is a special issue directly 
warranted by Congress and therefore ne- 
cessarily put out as soon as the demand 
arose. 7 

The bonds provided for in the act are 
3 per cent bonds without privilege of cir- 


culation, and it is believed they will not} 


interfere with existing bonds, inasmuch 
as the amount is small, but will be taken 
up on an investment basis, the secretary 
of the treasury having found in his recent 
inquiries*that a flat rate of 3 per cent 
would be acceptable to the market and 
would enable the floating bonds at par. 


MONEY RATES 
IN THE WEST 


Market at Chicago Is Dull, 
Banks Well Prepared With 
Cash for the Crop Moving 
Demands of the Fall.

—Local money rates are 
firm at 5% and 6 per cent. Regular 
borrowers are taken care of at those 
rates, but new business is not sought. 
Business is as a rule quiet, and, even for 
the dull summer period, commercial and 
industrial demand is reduced. Many 
large borrowers foresaw present condi- 
tions and, with the country bankers 
have arranged for funds over the year, 

The present state of the western 
money market is due to two causes; 
first, the cailing out of funds from the 
reserve centers by the country -banker 
in the late spring and early summer 
months and second, to the restriction 
of loans for all but the most necessary 
purposes by both outlying and central 
banks. : 

The tendency on the part of the coun- 
try banker resulted in the immediate 
and steady drawing down of deposit 
balances. Our larger city banks soon 
found their position to be much like 
that of the outlying institution. The 
result is seen in the present dull money 
market. | 

Western banks are facing the fall 
crop movement period with what is prob- 
ably the strongest cash reserve ever held 
in preparation for that strain. The 
moving of the crops will shortly be un- 
der way, 
financial institutions, large and small, 
throughout the great crop regions of 
the central West have for the past two 
months been husbanding their resources 
to an extent probably never seen before, 
there is little to be feared in the way of 
stringency in the money market. 

In the reserve cities of the East the 
same financial policy has been in force, 
and the country at large is ready for 
the annual ebb of money from the bank- 
ing centers to the agricultural regions, 

The local market for commercial paper 
is dull. Brokers’ offerings are generous 
with a large proportion of notes at 6 
per cent. In the country some buying of 
short maturity notes is going on, but not 
to a large or general extent.

Business conditions alternate between 
prosperity and depression, and interest 
rates, that is, rates paid for use of 
liquid capital, are generally lower in 
depression than is the return on fixed

[It is a little premature at present. He 
also said that he was not sufficiently 
well informed to be able to make a 
statement regarding the increase or dim- 
inution of stored freight cars at the 
present time. Mr. McCrea admitted that 
the Pennsylvania system could handle 
expeditiously and economically consider- 
ably more business than at present with- 
out any additional outlay of money. 

In conclusion Mr. MeCrea said that 
thinks the outlook both in Kurope 
in this country for an improvement 
business conditions all round is good.

Locomotive That Runs 
Backward 


A rather curious development is seen 
in the latest type of locomotives on the 
Southern Pacific, which are run cab first, 
the smokestack end bringing up the 
rear, Says Railway and Locomotive En- 
gineering. 

Experience. gained in operating these 
engines through tunnels and snow sheds 
has proved the desirability of placing 
the engine crew where a better view of 
the track can be obtained. Accordingly 
the new Southern Pacific locomotives 
are designed to run with the firebox end 
first, and the tender back of the smoke- 
box. With a coal burning locomotive 
such a plan would, of course, be imprac- 
ticable, but no difficulty is anticipated 
when using oil as fuel. 

In the new design the cab is entered 
through side doorways, reached by suit- 
able ladders. An unobstructed view of 
the track is obtained through the front 
windows. The cab fittings are conveni- 
ently arranged within easy reach of the 
engineman, who occupieg the right-hand 
side when looking ahead.

from being a force to be reckoned with on the floor, but it must be as 

clear to him now as it is to all intelligent observers that a Republican 

triumph at the polls next Novembet would not mean a triumph for 
him or for the policies he represents. 

State after state is declaring against him, and Indiana Repub- 
licans are simply recognizing unmistakable conditions when they 
press forward one of their own number, Edgar Dean Crumpacker, 
as a candidate for his place. If elected to the next Congress, as it 
seems certain he will be, Representative Crumpacker will be a 
member of that body for the eighth consecutive term. The probable 
Democratic nominee for the speakership, Representative Champ 
Clark of Missouri, will have served one more term. The latter was 
elected originally to the Fifty-third Congress, but dropped out 1n 
the l*ifty-fourth. Since the Fifty-fifth, like Mr. Crumpacker, he 
has been in continuous service. Both are lawyers. Both are of 
about the same age. Doth have records commonly regarded as 
unstained. Either would make an able and dignified presiding 
officer. 

Assuming that the name of Mr. Crumpacker shall prove 
acceptable to his party and that Mr. Clark shall continue to enjoy 
the confidence and support of his associates, it only remains for 
the voters of the country to decide which shall be speaker in the 
next Congress. The Democratic party enjoys the greater advantage. 
It is united as it has not been in several years, it has opportunities 
for making an aggressive campaign based upon issues raised within 
the ranks of its opponents, and it is full of hope and courage. On 
the other hand, in very many congressional districts factional feeling 
runs sc high that regular Republicans will give but lukewarm 
support to insurgents, while insurgents will view the candidacy of 
regulars with scant enthusiasm. Factional victories which have 
been heralded to the country with a great flourish are thus likely 
to result in party defeats. 

However this may be, the choice for the speakership as it 
stands at present seems to lie between two American public men 
of talent and merit. 
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In changing the site of the Boston aviation meet of next month 
from Soldiers field to Squantum the reason is not so fairly set forth 
by the statement that Soldiers field is too small for the meet as 
it is by the explanation that the meet is going to be too large for 
Soldiers field. Estimated by the number and fame of the “‘men 
of eminence” who are to take an active part in its program this 
tournament of the “bird men”. will measure well from tip to tip. 


In AN interview printed in the Chicago 
Tribune, Mr. Taft, through a correspondent 
of that journal, makes an interesting series 
of statements about his administration and 
what he hopes will take place in_ politics. 
In some of his statements he uses a certain 
positive tone about the Republican party 
and its achievements that arouses in the 
hearers a question that must be often asked 
by those that would understand and analyze

our system of government; the question presents itself in the shape 
of uncertainty whether one is to regard the President of the United 
States as one would the head of any great nation, or as the 
successful chief of party of which for four years he is to be, as it 


were, prime minister. The question must present itsélf during any 
administration and under. the ascendency of any political party. 
The claims of party being what they are and the powers of the 
President being as jealously regarded by Congress as we know them 
to be, it speaks great praise’ for our Presidents that their aims and 
deeds at Washington are as patriotic as they are and have been 
so uniformly for the good of the country. Great placé may be 
keenly watched, but it clears the view, and the view of our Presidents 
is toward their country’s good. 

But while we must concede that a President is bound to retain 
his political preposessions when he goes to the White House, it 
cannot be said that to advance the fortunes of a party is his duty, 
or even to represent that party as being necessary to the country. 
He runs two dangers: the first is that he may unduly hamper his 
own powers of performance, and the second, that he may deceive 
himself into thinking that political party is greater than the people. 
Parties are no greater than the ideas that they represent and their 
capacity to impress them on the nation. If is the nation that is 
paramount and by consequence so are the interests of the nation; 
the party exists on the sufferance of the nation and not the nation 
on that of the party. 

There is wanting from this pronouncement any allusion to a 
reform of the protective tariff, the only reference to that question 
being indirectly contained in the statement that the Republican 
party has loyally fulfilled its campaign pledges. This is 
a matter of opinion, and Mr. Taft is better qualified than most to 
form an opinion upon the subject. But when he says that which 
may be construed into a statement that the Republican party is doing 
and has done and will do everything it ought to do, he 
comes very near dealing with the opinions of others than himself, 
and they may. differ. Those gentlemen that are at present known 
as insurgents, though we trust a much better name will soon be 
found for independent citizens, represent in their persons and in 
those of their constituents, a distinct body of dissent from the 
general satisfaction with the Republican party implied in Mr. Taft's 
statement. They are moreover too honest, too numerous and too 
much in sympathy with the political feelings of the rising generation 
to appear as anything that can be dismissed without loss from a 
party, Itis therefore to be hoped that a party to whose noble achieve- 
ments in the past all Americans can look with pride and gratitude will

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EvERY now and then come visitors to us 
out of the east, that tell us things that well 
might’ be heeded, but would not be said if 
the speakers realized how sensitive to 
criticism we are as a nation.

mere speed is no more than the rapid comparison of two points in 
position and has in itself no virtue. When a man of sense hurries 
by a beautiful tree in order that he may say that he has arrived 
at an uninteresting house before somebody else, he has lost the tree 
and some of his sense. He has done something more; by his action 
he has attempted to force upon the world his own standard of 
beauty, which consists in outdistancing somebody else and which 
he favors quite as much as he that has different ideas. 

Baron Oura says very modestly that his gountrymen could 
never endure a like degree of hurry in business, yet the great 
achievements of the Japanese in commerce and politics go to prove 
that the baron does not give them quite credit enough. , The 
endurance of the Japanese is very great and probably in many 
ways greater than that of the Americans, but that 1s not of much 
importance just now. The pressing and disquieting question for 
us to ask ourselves is, whether we ever attain the goal to which 
we hurry with such remarkable speed.

IXverybody, speaking broadly, has Yately had to do with the 
settlement of everything in Alaska, except the Alaskans themselves ; 
that is to say, the people who, far away from heat and acrimony 
and academics and half-baked theories, are spreading over that vast 
territory by the thousand, experimenting with the soil, sampling 
the mines, blazing trails through the forests, taking account of 
nature’s stock—doing the same kind of pioneer work that their 
fathers did in the West and the Northwest, and doing it as 
thoroughly and as well | 

Nobody is consulting these people with regard to the resources 
and future of Alaska, and vet they are far more intelligently 
informed as to the one and far more concerned in the other than 
the vast majority of those who are filling the magazines and 
newspapers with dire prophecies as to the thing that may, or will, 
or shall happen if everybody outside of Alaska 1s not watchful. 

The truth is, while we are discussing the wisdom of building 
a stone wall around it, or throwing it open to the settler, adventurer 
or exploiter, Alaska, like all of its predecessors among the territories 
of the United States, is developing within itself the force which will 
eventually determine its place in history. Among the most priceless 
resources of Alaska in the future will be its citizenship, and _ this 
citizenship will be of approximately the same type that other terri- 
tories and states have developed and are developing. This is the force 
that will solve the problems now racking so many minds thousands 
of miles away, that will know best what the resources of the country’ 
are and how to conserve them, that will settle with the land grabbers 
and the exploiting syndicates, that, in a word, will manage the 
affairs and mold the future of Alaska. 

For political and for magazine and for certain newspaper 
purposes, it may be deemed the proper thing to undertake to direct 
the course of events in Alaska at long range, but—as in Kansas 
and Nebraska fifty years ago—the-people on the ground will finally 
settle for themselves and in their own way their own problems.

At Provincetown have been sung the praises ot 
those good men and women who were known as Pilgrims and not 
as Puritans, and none too much is said in praise of their courage, 
their toleration and the kinder traits that made them a little different 
from their brethren further to the east. Nevertheless, it 
very great extent the Puritan that fashioned the mod 
political fabric that has lasted to this dav and notwithsta 
assaults of ignorance and dislike bids fair to last for many days 
to come. 
The Pilgrim had undoubtedly learned more toleration from the 
Dutch than the Puritan brought with him) from Lincolnshire and 
London; but the Dutch who practised that toleration had only 
made it possible by a long and cruel war which they had been 
forced to wage with the foe of liberty. The man who was to be 
known to us as a Pilgrim went to Holland in time 
fruits of the victory which the Dutch had gained. The 
did not see religious toleration in his native country until the great 
Oliver had taught churchmeyp their place, whether they wore Geneva 
bands or surplice, and even he could only gain a-sneasure of it, 
and when he went the old mistaken order returned to remain 
long time. We make no excuses for the Puritan’s rigor or for 
hardness to those that disagreed with him, and we by no means 
invite the impossible task of proving that he was the embodiment 
of all the virtues. On the contrary, he had many defects not of 
a pretty sort, that he could profitably have cured hy imitating Ins 
kindher brother of Piyvmouth ‘colony. We labored under the 
nupression that this was generally conceded today. But granting 
all his shortcomings, the Puritan by his strength and firmness made 
possible government as it is understood in the North today, and his 
impress is seen in the self-governing powers pt every village in 
the Last and West.

In the course of the proceedings at Provincetown a gentleman 


that resides in the great state of Minnesota made a speech in which 
he said that when he first read American history he thought there was 
not much of it except New [England history, This impression was 
not unnatural in view of the fact that for a good length of time 
New England furnished most of the history, and it is very fortu- 
nate that it was so, for New. England had that which was best for 
the moral strength of the country. It taught a wondering and 
somewhat restive audience that there are such things as scruple, 
conscience and duty, all of which must enter the daily practise of 
our political existence. The New I[:ngland conscience has become 
by this time so hackneyed a term and has been so dishonored by 
the general sneer, that we hesitate to refer to it and shall content 
ourselves with observing that the references to the Alaska conscience 
or the Pennsylvania conscience are comparatively rare. 

The Pilgrims labored for religious freedom but so did the 
Puritans, only in a less measure and with less. breadth of view. 
The aims of both have been realized in the United States to a 
great extent, but not so completely or so assuredly that we can 
dispense with constant vigilance. The freedom of religion and 
education that they gave this country are political achievements 
that must be guarded alway, and can best be guarded not by those 
that do not love them but by those that realize that here are two 
supports of liberty. 


At THE end of the first year of the operation 
of the Payne tariff law we have, on the side 
of its friends, a statement to the general 
effect that the enactment has proved itself 
even more worthy of public approval than 
was hoped for among the most earnest ot 
its advocates, and, on the side of its enemies, 
especially in the insurgent middle West, a 
pronounced demand for its revision. | It is 
claimed in its behalf that under its/opera- 
tion the total value of dutiable imports will prove to be greater 
than during any similar period of any other tariff law; that the 
percentage of free 1mports was greater than for an average similar 
period of any other law, the McWKinley law alone excepted, when 
sugar was on the free list; that the average customs receipts were 
greater than for an average similar period ef anv other tariff law; 
that the average ad valorem on dutiable articles was lower than for 
an average similar period ot any other tariff law, and that the 
average ad valorem on all imports was lower than for an average 
similar period of any other tariff law. On the strength of the 
statistics at hand it is held, specifically, that President Taft was 
entirely justified in making the two statements concerning. the 
Payne law for which he has been severely -criticized in radical 
circles—namelyv, that he believed it to be the result of a sincere 
effort on the part ot the Republican party to make a downward 
revision, and that it is the best tariff ever enacted by the votes of 
the Republican majority. 

Despite all this, and even in anticipation of it, the 
insurgents of the middle West have put themselves on record as 
favoring the reopening of the entire tariff question, to the end that 
what they believe to be real revision downward shall be brought 
about. If they shall succeed, we must look forward to a revival of 
tariff agitation in 1L9L1, with the consequent and unavordable dis- 
turbance of business. Ata time when an effort was being put forth, 
and to all appearances an earnest one, to remove the tariff completely 
out of the domain of partizan and factional politics, this would be 
peculiarly deplorable. It can be prevented, and there 1s reason 
to hope that it may be, by the large and important element of the 
poptilation which is neither in sympathy altogether with the stand- 
patters nor with the radical revisionists, but which is strong, and 
daily is growing stronger, in the conviction that the tariff should 
hereafter be revised, not by a= partizan, prejudiced and largely 
uninformed and misinformed Congress, but bya non-partizan com- 
mission, composed of tariff expérts who will view the matter with 
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regard to the common welfare of the American people and of those 
the world over with whom they have dealings. 
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
